BYRD ACHIEVEMENT 


Dr. Isaiah Bowman of the Geo- 
graphical Society Declares 
This Only the Beginning. 


EXPERIENCE NOW ACQUIRED 


Stefansson Also Looks to Next 
Season for Greatest Antarctic 
Survey Ever Made. 


The progress of Commander Byrd's 
Antarctic expedition, culminating in 
the recent flights of exploration re- 
ported in THe New York TIMEs yes- | 
terday, was acclaimed here yesterday 
by Dr. Isaiah Bowman, director of | 
the American Geographical Society, 
and Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the Arc- 
tic explorer 

Both Dr. Bowman and Mr. Ste- 
fansson considered it remarkable 
that Commander Byrd had been able 
to accomplish so much in the line of | 
flying under entirely new conditions | 
as well as making a number of im-| 
portant discoveries in the short time 
since the expedition reached its base 
at Little America. 

‘All previous Antarctic expldration 
has been made in the old-fashioned 
way,'’ said Dr. Bowman, ‘‘and, while 
it has resulted in the gathering of 
considerable information concerning 
topography, dog sledge transporta- 
tion and snow conditions, nothing 
has been learned concerning the con- 
ditions of the atmosphere, ice and 
snow in relation to the take-off and 
landing of planes 

‘‘Thus, the first thing Byrd has had 
to do has been to make experimental 
flights to determine operating con- 
ditions. Likewise, nobody has ever 
made photographs from the air be- 
fore in Antarctica, so they have had 
to try out their cameras to ascertain 
visibility.”’ 

Wisdom of Using Two Seasons. 


He added that experience of Cap- 
tain Sir Hubert Wilkins exactly par- 
alleled that of Commander Byrd in 
that their first seasons had proved 
largely experimental, learning spe- 
cial flying and photographing condi- | 
tions. 

“Instead of taking off from the ice 
as he had anticipated,’’ continued 
Dr. Bowman, ‘‘Wilkins, on his first | 
flight, took off from a steep, crooked 
runway, and on the second flight 
it was so warm that he had to use 
pontoons from open water. The ex- | 
ceptionally warm season this year 
interfered with Wilkins’s plans for 
the long flight to the Ross Sea.

Drifting steadily downward for 
twelve hours, the heaviest snowfall 
in three years blanketed the city 
yesterday and in many places piled 
in drifts several times the depth of 
seven inches officially accredited to 
it by the weather bureau. The pre- 
cipitation was the greatest in twen- 
ty-four hours since Feb. 10-11, 1926, 
when ten inches was recorded. 

The storm and its attendant dis- 
comforts hampered subway, elevated 
and surface car lines and railroads 
slightly, tied up traffic in the bay 
almost as completely as in a bad 
fog stopped the air mail and caused 
many minor accidents throughout the 
city. Three deaths in the metro- 
politan area were attributed to the 
storm. 

Although heavy snowfall ex- 
tended over practically the entire 
northeast section of the country, ac- 
cording to The Associated Press, the 
forecast for today indicated that the 
precipitation was over and that cold 
weather would stay.

Mr. Taylor first gained prominence 
in Wall Street when he was elected 
chairman of the finance committee 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, following the death of Judge 
Elbert H. Gary.

trict and little was known about 
him. He was recognized as a 
wealthy man who had gone his way 
quietly without attracting attention.

Locke, George F. Shurtleff, John 
Xarter Anderson and their associates, 
who are on trial for fraudulent use 
of the mails in the stock selling 
schemes of Cameron, Michel & Co. 
Gutches, also under indictment on 
the same charge, but to be tried 
later, looked defiantly at John Locke, 
who glared back at him as Gutches 
told of his employment first as an/| 
office man and later as a salesman 
for the company. A shadow of con- 
cern passed over Gutches’s face as 
he told how, when visiting a friend, | 
he sold the friend Canario Copper | 
stock, but the shadow was chased by | 
a gleam of pride as he related how 
Herbert C. Locke told him after that 
incident, ‘‘You’re too good a man to 
be in the office.”’

Gutches said that thereafter he re-| 
ceived a list of ‘‘prospects,’’ and be- 
came a member of the sales staff.

WASTE OF FUNDS REPORTED 


Speclal Committee Censures School 
Bullding Practices in Towns 
and Smaller Citles.

ALBANY, Feb. 21.—Measures carry- 
ing additional State aid for the “‘lit- 
tle red schoolhouse” to the tune of 
$4,250,000 a year were reported today 
by the Senate and Assembly educa- 
tion committees. They are spon- 
sored by Senator Webb of Dutchess 
and Assemblyman Rice of Cortland, 
both Republicans. 

One of the bills would give to one- 
teacher schoo] districts the differ- 


ence between a four-mill tax upon | 


the actual valuation of the taxable 
pronerty in the district and $1,500 
t also provides a minimum of $425 
for every one-teacher district, and 
the sponsors said would make it pos- 
sible for every one-teacher destrict in 
the State to furnish a $1,500 pro- 
. The proposal requires an ad- 
tional yearly appropriation of 
The other measure would extend to 
school districts employing two, three 
and four teachers the so-called equal- 
ization quota which is now given by 
the State to districts employing five 
or more teachers. To carry out this 
plan another $1,000,000 appropriation 
is needful.

made by the sponsors, “furnish a/ 


comprehensive plan for the appor- 
tionment of State funds upon the 
basis of wealth and the number -.of 
children to be educated, and should 
completely equalize both the tax rate

As a reult of such methods there 
is a variation in the design and cost 


of school buildings out of proportion | 


to the needs of the districts. 

“There exists all through the 
State,’”? the report added, ‘‘school 
buildings containing waste space and 
otherwise so designed as to impose 
unnecessary costs on the taxpayer 
entirely apart from either esthetic 
or educational features.”’ 

The committee recommended that 
the State Commissioner of Education 
be required to work out a standard 
plan for determining the building 
| needs of school districts. It also sug- 
gested an amendment to the educa- 
tion law, providing that the Board 
of Education of every district, before 
adopting any building design, shall 
hold a public hearing and submit the 
proposed design, together with the 
estimated cost.

He added that it was not disputed 
that the book had literary merit, and 
quoted a brief submitted by Assis- 
tant District Attorney Price that it 
was “a well written, carefully con- 
structed piece of fiction’’ containing 
“no unclean words.”’ 

“Yet, the narrative does not veer 
from its central theme,’’ the opinion 
continued, ‘‘and the emotional and 
literary setting in which they are 
found give the incidents described | 
therein great force and poignancy. 

@ unnatural and depraved rela- 
tionships portrayed are sought to be 
idealized and extolled.” 

The book is devoid, however, of 
moral value, the magistrate con- 
tended.

“There is nothing to support it,”’ 
this authority continued, ‘‘either in 
the reason of the case or in the law 
and usage of nations. To say the 
least of it, if a discovery so made 
confers no right, it prevents any 
other nation from acquiring a right 
by subsequent discovery, although 
made under the authority of the gov- 
ernment, and with an express view 
to that object.’’

ANOTHER $500,000 


Dr. Angell Will Give Alumni To- 
day Details of Anonymous 
Fund Set Up in 1921. 


FOR USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


Art Gallery Will Celebrate aiinid 
Day by Opening Four New 
Rooms.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 21.— 
Yale will welcome several hundred 
graduates tomorrow to its annual 
alumni day reunion. The celebra- 
tion is designed to give the alumni 
a chance to see the university at 
work. 

President James Rowland Angell 
will inform the alumni of a fund of 
$500,000 given to the university by 
Otto T. Bannard of New York City 
before his death. 

Mr. Bannard, who was a member 
of the Yale Corporation for eighteen 
years, by deed of gift established 
on Nov. 16, 1921, ‘‘a library fund, 
the capital of which shall be held 
and income shall be used for the 
support and extension of the library 
of the university, in all or any of 
its departments, whether for the pur- | 
chase of books or other publica-| 
tions, or manuscripts, or for bind- 
ing, cataloguing, or otherwise de- 
fraying the expenses of the library.”’ 

Mr. Bannard provided that the en- 
tire income should be added to the 
principal until it should amount to 
at least $500,000. The principal has 
now reached the specified total, 80 


that the income from the fund es- 
tablished anonymously by him in 
1921 will become available even be- 
fore the settlement of his estate and 
the receipt by the university of the 
$2,000,000 left by him in his will.

It has been estimated that all the 
boys of high school age in America 
when GEORGE WASHINGTON was a 
youth could have been seated in the 
Harvard Stadium or the Yale Bowl. 
They would have been largely the 
children or grandchildren of immi- 
grants and have lived in the coun- 
try. These boys were the pioneers 
of a new world. Where they led 
with their axes and rifles, their 
plows and forges, their canoes and 
transits, their oars and sails, wagons 
would go without horses, ships with- 
out sails; wires would carry speech 
and power, and a hundred million 
live in greater comfort than even 
the richest of their day. 

By what seems still a miracle, not 
only all the youth of America but 
its entire population are now poten- 
tially within the reach of one voice. 
There could be no new memorial to 
WASHINGTON that would give such 
an opportunity for reaching this 
nation-wide audience as the pro- 
posed building in Washington which 
would provide a spacious and suitable 
place for mectings of national in- 
terest, and would also be a centre 

from which voices would speak to 
the nation. Chief Justice TAFT in 

his support of the plan said in a 

letter a few days ago: 

What we need is a great, beauti- 
ful building that shall not only be 
a triumph in architecture worthy 

of him, but a structure which shall 

be a model auditorium, a spacious 
and comfortable place for the gath- 
ering and seating of thousands of 

WASHINGTON’S countrymen, remind- 

ing them constantly of the won- 

derful treasure we have in his 
example. 

WASHINGTON needs no memorial, 
but we as a people need ever to be 
kept mindful of what he gave to 
America and of what we have to 
give to the world through America. 
Our youth are sstill pioneers— 
pioneers in a new age. 


MORALS WILL BREAK IN. 


In the latest statement put out by 
Colonel STEWART, or in his behalf, 
an effort is made to rule out entirely 
the moral issue in the contest for the 
control of the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana. Colonel STEWART scoffs 
at the notion that Mr. ROCKEFELLER 


finally to mislead them. It was spe- 
cifically for this reason that Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER urged him to sever his 
connection with the Indiana com- 
pany. It was not a question of dol- 
lars and cents, but of whether the 
executive of a great business organi- 
zation should so conduct himself as 
not to bring reproach upon it. This 
isthe kind of “ morals" which Colo- 
nel STEWART would now exclude 
from the case. But that is impossible 
so long as big business is affected 
with a public interest, and so long 
as conscientious stockholders be- 
lieve with Mr. OWEN YOUNG that the 
time has come when those in charge 
of large affairs must be above sus- 
picion in all their public dealings. 


ENDING AN OLD DISPUTE. 


That Chile and Peru have at last 
settled their controversy over the 
Tacna-Arica territory, which dates 
back fifty years, is officially an- 
nounced at Santiago. The agree- 
ment has been reached by direct 
negotiations between the two gov- 
ernments. Our State Department 
had nothing to do with this directly, 
except to use its good offices in 
persuading Chile and Peru to re- 
sume diplomatic relations, which had 
been so long broken off. After 
that was done, the happy result fol- 
lowed which has now been pro- 
claimed. 

It puts an end to an international 
state of bad feeling which has long 
troubled South America and been 
a cause of frequent concern to the 
Tinited States. When Mr. HUGHES 
was Secretary of State he finally 
induced the two South American 
republics to submit the long-stand- 
ing controversy to arbitration. The 
issue of this was the attempt to hold 
a plébiscite in the disputed terri- 
tory, the voting to be supervised by 
American officials. But in the ac- 
tual test it proved almost impossible 
to decide who were legally entitled 
to vote, and the charges and re- 
criminations on this subject which 
flew back and forth between Peru 
and Chile were so acrimonious that 
finally the whole plan had to be 
dropped. 

Nevertheless, the benevolent ef- 
forts of our government persisted 
in quiet ways. One of these was 
the sending of a business man as 
American Ambassador to Peru. It 
is highly probable that Mr. MOORE, 
with his genial ways and practical 
good sense, played a part in getting 
the two governments together and 
leading them to make an amicable 
division of the lands which both have 
claimed. The line now fixed runs 
very much as expected, Tacna going 
to Peru and Arica to Chile. Just 
how Bolivia's aspirations and claims 
have been met the dispatches do not 
yet clearly state. Probably a sat- 
isfactory traffic arrangement has 
been made for the railroad running 
to La Paz. Further details will 
be awaited with interest, but the 
main thing is that there has been 
a settlement. It is one sign more 
of the world’s will to peace. 


“BOTH YOUR HOUSES.” 


Lovers of the Republic need not 
tremble over the fists shaken in the 
Senate at the House of Representa- 
tives as the short session jerks 
along to its close. They need not 
shiver as Senator GLASS calls mem- 
bers of the other chamber “ contu- 
macious,” or jump at the sound of 
Senatorial shouts. Even the threat 
or the development of filibusters will 
not destroy the government. In 
every short session fists are shaken, 
epithets are hurled and filibusters 
are started. Yet somehow or other 
most of the important appropria- 
tions go through and the larger 
work of the nation is cared for. 

It is in the touchy period when 
important bills are in conference 
that one chamber oftenest expresses 
a low opinion of the other. For then 
such issues are in dispute as the 
Harris $24,000,000 appropriation for 
prohibition enforcement. The late 
OSCAR UNDERWOOD had rare success 
in smoothing out differences among 
conferees. He used to compare the 
sessions to a game of poker. ‘‘ There 
“is quite a lot of bluffing done by 
“both sides,” he said with his gentle 
smile, “but mostly the best hand 
wins.” Senator CurTis of Kansas is 
not yet raised to the awful emi- 
nence of the Vice Presidential chair, 
and so it is not perhaps derogatory

BYRD’S PRELIMINARY FLIGHTS. 


Commander Byrp is the first ex- 
plorer to set eyes on the interior of 
what is known on the charts as 
King Edward VII Land. The Alex- 
andra Mountains and ScCOTT’s nuna- 
taks, high outcroppings of rock, are 
not far inland from the Ross Sea. It 
was Lieutenant PRESTRUD, and not 
Scott himself, who penetrated this 
coast region. SCOTT saw it from his 
ship. Byrp’s first preliminary flight 
took him beyond the Alexandra 
Mountains and brought him within 
sight of a range to which he has 
given the name of Rockefeller. His 
second flight carried him so far into 
the interior that he was well on his 
way to Carmen Land, of which the 
most imposing physical feature is 
the Queen Maud Range, sighted by 
AMUNDSEN on his march to the 
Pole. The American, flying at a 
high altitude, saw elevated land 
north of Carmen which AMUNDSEN 
dimly beheld from a great distance. 
ByRD was in entirely new country, 
apparently beyond the boundary of 
King Edward Land. He named it 
after his wife, MARIE ByrD, just as 
D'URVILLE, the French explorer, in 
1837 gave the name ADELIF, in honor 
of a great lady, to a coastal region 
discovered by him on another side 
of the continent. 

There seems to be hardly any 
limit to Byrp’s penetration by air- 
plane. With plenty of machines and 
excellent pilots, he should become 
the foremost of Antarctic cartogra- 
phers. His flights have thus far 
been for only a few hours. Given 
fair weather for two days, and using 
his planes in tandem style for rellef 
if anything goes wrong, he will be 
able to circle about far beyond the 
Pole in another Summer, photo- 
graphing mountain chains as he 
goes. He has thus far displayed 
sound judgment in trying out his 
equipment while adding to geograph- 
ical knowledge. In the Summer 
of 1929-1930 his plans will be more 
ambitious.

ByrD flies as with the wings of an 
albatross, and his risks of failure 
are less. He may well be expected 
to make a new Antarctic. He has 
only begun to explore.

ing new observations on magnetic 
declination, visibility of the air, 

snow and glacier studies, and has 
been methodically testing his equip- 
ment in preparation for next year.

PERSONAL LETTERS. 


Critics of literature and of modern 
life have often complained because 
the fashion of the personal letter 
has fallen out of use. To be sure, 
the complaint is much older than 
last week or last year. The gen- 
eration immediately preceding St. 


| PAUL probably reproached the chil- 


dren for not writing letters, but 
eventually they got around to the 
job, and no doubt they reproved the 
succeeding generation. But the old 
dissatisfaction goes on. It has just 
been expressed by a newcomer 
among the critics. 

The American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation hag been holding a con- 
vention here. One speaker pointed 
out the great drop in the consump- 
tion of personal writing paper last 
year. It is a proof, he said, that 
the art of letter writing is becoming 
obsolete. Being in the paper busi- 
ness, he naturally bewails the fact. 
Not willing to look only on the dark 
side, he also admitted that the con- 
sumption of commercial stationery 
has increased enormously. But that 
bright economic aspect does not get 
him out of his dumps over the de- 
cline in the art of letter writing. 

Beneath these surface facts one 
may perceive that the gain on one 
side may be taking the place of the 
loss on the other. If people are not 
painfully inscribing their letters on 
fine note paper, they are dictating 
them or typing them out themselves 
on large business sheets. Writing 
by hand is a laborious task. The 
writer has to have a strong urge to 
say something before he will un- 
dertake it. 3ut when one can sit 
in a comfortable chair and chat to 
the friend a thousand miles away 
several pages of foolscap are likely 
to be used up with no trouble at 
all. Typists could easily contradict 
the paper man’s theory with hard 
facts. The telephone and the tele- 
graph are not taking the place of 
personal letters, but the latter are 
being typed, not written. 

The last proof adduced by those 
who complain is that the world is 
deprived of a great and original 
source of information and literary 
pleasure because no valumes of let- 
ters are being produced. But there 
have recently appeared the letters 
of JOSEPH CONRAD, of CHEKOV, of 
KATHERINE MANSFIELD and two new 
volumes of WILLIAM DEAN How- 
ELLS.

It would, in fact, 
be unfortunate for the Nationalists 
were they to have no _ political 
opponents. 

It is too much to expect the Na- 
tionalists to continue in power in- 
definitely without occasional local 
revolts. The task of reorganization 
and of modernization is so vast that 
it cannot be completed for many 
years—perhaps even generations. 
During the process there will be 
those who are disaffected, or who 
see a temporary advantage in re- 
sorting to violence. The Kuomin- 
tang party happens just now to have 
a monopoly of nationalist policies. 
But these are greater than the party, 
and will survive the war lords.

He was born on Pope’s Creek, 
Westmoreland County, Va., 
February 22nd, 1732, a descend- 
ant from an old, titled English 
family. 

At the age of 14 he started to 
become a seaman, but gave it up 
in obedience to his mother. 

At 17 he was a surveyor and was 
studying the Indians on their 
warpaths. 

At 19 he was Adjutant General 
of the Militia. 

At 20, by the death of his half- 
brother, Lawrence, July, 1752, 
he became heir to Mt. Vernon, 
valued at $200,000. 

He married at 27, and was a 
farmer until 1774. 

In January, 1775, he was ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chief of 
the Continental Army. 

He died December 14th, 1799. 
His last words were, “It is well.” 
Such are some of the facts that 
boys and girls should know and 
remember about the ‘Father of 
His Country.” 

These are the bare facts. About 

him, as about all men who did 

great things, there are many 

good books and biographies. 

I think it is proper to say that 

from youth I have been greatly 

benefited by reading the biogra- 

phies of men who did something.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Feb. 21. 
| There is a stout young man training | 
with the Giants here and he is work-| 
ing very hard. In fact, there are a| 
number of stout young men in this

but this one seems to be working 


just a little bit harder than all the 
others. 

What is even more singular, this par- 
ticular fellow is a pitcher and a right 
g00d one, but it is not the develop- 
ment of his pitching talents that is 
claiming his attention just now. 

He toils by the hour to perfect his 
fielding and he toils with all the 
painstaking care and perserverance 
that only a stout man, bent on over- 
coming his physical limitations and 
encumbrances, can put in his work. 

All this is most peculiar to say the 
least for, as every one knows, field- 
ing, like batting, is more or less a 
lost art with the vast majority of 
pitchers. But not with this one, 
whose name is Fred Fitzsimmons, 
and who, in the opinion of no less 
an authority than Ray Schalk, is one 
oe best fielding pitchers in oase- 

all. 


Pitcher's Fielding Important. 


Fitzsimmons himself modestly lays 
no claims to the assertion that he is 
one of the best fielding pitchers in 
baseball, but he will tell you that 
| he regards fielding almost as _ im- 
portant a function in the duties of a 
successful hurler as the ability to 
throw a good fast ball or a curve. 

“I consider fielding a very im- 
portant part of a pitcher’s job,” 
said Fitz today as he paused a few 
moments from his exertions while 
perspiration streamed down his 
face, ‘‘and I am really surprised that 
so few give it serious thought. A 
good fielding pitcher makes a big 
cut in the percentage against him. 

“It is the little things that lose a 
lot of ball games and the proper 
fielding of a slow ball rolling near 
the box sometimes means all the dif- 
ference between a loss or a victory. 
It also is a great help to the in- 
fielders to know that the pitcher in 
the box is capable of doing his share 
of the fielding, especially on bunts 
and in covering first base.”’ 


Drills With Medicine Ball. 


Fitz really is very serious about 
this and there certainlly appears to 
be plenty of thought behind his 
method of training. For more than 
fifteen minutes today he worked out 


with a heavy medicine ball, three 
other players working with him in 
relays. 


The ball is tossed very low to him 
and he catches it about a foot off 
the ground. Then, vendulum fash- 
ion, he swings the ball between his 
feet, brings it up and tosses it back 
The idea behind this is to develop 
the back and abdominal muscles re- 
quired in bending for grounders and 
bunts. 

After this he tosses a baseball to 
a batter who drops bunts and slow 
rollers all around him. For a man 
of his girth. Fitz pounces on them 
with astonishing speed. 

Then, when pitching on the mound 
he has the 


in the batting practice, 
batters shoot slow rollers toward 
first which are fielded by the first 


baseman while Fitz tears across to 
cover the bag. 

When correctly made this is one 
of the prettiest plays in baseball for 
it must be timed perfectly and no 
time whatever can be wasted. Fitz 
can make this play a dozen times 
without ever a slip up on his part. 


Young Hurlers Instructed. 


Nor is Fitz content to perfect his 
talents along these lines by himself 
Much of his spare time is utilized in 
instructing the younger pitchers on 
the rudimentary plays around the 
box and also some of the finer points 
he has picked up from personal ob- 
servation and experience. 

After remaining in hiding for two 
days, the sun came out with greater 
intensity than ever and Schalk took 
full advantage of this to give the en- 
tire squad one of the snappiest 
workouts of the training campaign 
to date.

The present year promises to be a 
crucial period for the petroleum in- |

Since the 
beginning of the year, says the re-| 
view, production has expanded on a} 
large scale and this has stimulated | 
cooperative efforts to hold the situa- | 


tion in hand. | 

“Upon the effectiveness of these | 
efforts the health of the industry in 
the immediate future largely de- 
pends,’’ says the review. ‘‘The great 
oil fields of Oklahoma and Kansas | 
recently were producing about 75,000 | 
barrels of oil daily above refinery | 
requirements. Plans for wetness | 
the output in Oklahoma from 725,000 | 
barrels daily to 650,000 have been | 
adopted. Not only has production | 
jumped since the beginning of 1929, | 
but new drilling has also expanded | 
om a wide scale. These develop- 
ments have had a prompt repercus- 
sion on the price structure. Quota- | 
tions for both crude oil and gasoline | 
have weakened. | 

“Because of ‘wild-catting’ and | 
many other factors, it is extremely | 
difficult to attain complete effective- | 
ness in restriction plans. Wild-cat- | 
ting is a relic of the pioneer days of | 
oil. Statisticians of the oil industry 
estimate that more money is sunk in | 
the ground for oil than comes out. | 
In former days, the mere finding of 
oil in the yround meant certain 
profits. But this no longer is true, 
with heavy production costs, low | 
prices and excessive outputs. 

“From the standpoint of consump- | 
tion, requirements for oil are the} 
greatest in history and growing rap- | 
idly. In the world there are in ex- 
cess of 30,000,000 motor vehicles and | 
of this number more than 24,000,060 | 
are in the United States. It takes in 
excess of 50,000,000 gallons of gaso-| 
line daily to provide fuel for these | 
vehicles. It is estimated that the | 
consumption of oil in the United | 
States in 1929 will reach 1,110,000,000 
barrels, comprising 430,000,000 bar- | 
rels of gasoline and 680,000,000 bar- | 
rels of crude and fuel oils.’’

PORK COMPENSATED 
1928 BEEF SHORTAGE 


Prodaction of 9,387,000,000 
Pounds Led Meat Total of 
16,955,000,000 Pounds.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—A pork 
production of 9,387,000,000 pounds led 
all other meats served to the Amer- 


in 1928 and averted a 
possible meat shortage, according to 
an announcement today by the Bu- 


|reau of Animal Industry of the De- 


partment of Agriculture. The total 
production of all dressed meats 
reached 16,955,000,000 pounds and 
was as follows: 

Pork, 9,387,000,000; beef, 6,082,- 
000,000; veal, 814,000,000: lamb and 
mutton, 671,000,000, and goat meat, 
1,000,000. 

This was an increase of 83,000,000 
pounds as compared with 1927, but 
it was not sufficient to maintain the 
per capita consumption at the 1927 
level of 139.7 pounds. Considering 
the estimated population increase, 
per capita consumption in 1928 was 
138 pounds, composed of 73.9 pounds 
of pork, 51.7 pounds of beef, 6.8 
pounds of veal and 5.6 pounds of 
lamb and mutton. 

The per capita totals have been

would be necessary to hold the con- 
sumption at the present level. 


The bureau added that under nor- | 


mal conditions the United States 
still has a large exportable surplus 
of pork and lard, but there has been 
no such surplus of beef or mutton 
for a long period. 

Of the total production 66.75 per 
cent received Federal inspection. 
The remainder includes the farm kill 
and the commercial slaughter not 
government inspected. Some of the 
latter is inspected by State and local 
authorities, but the quantity so in- 
spected is not known. 

There was a continued upswing in 
hog and lamb slaughter and a con- 
tinued downswing : the beef sup- 
ply. The production of pork _in- 
creased 352,000,000 pounds in 1927 
and 854,000,000 pounds more in 1928. 

In view of the higher prices of beef 
the bureau said some increase in 
importations during 1928 was to be 
expected, but the total import of 
121,000,000 pounds of dressed beef 
was but one pound per capita of the 
population Exports of pork total- 
ing 334,000,000 pounds were slightiy 
larger than those of 1927, but much 
below the average of either pre-war 
or post-war years. Exports of lard, 
801,000,000 pounds, increased 11.7 per 
cent.

District Attorney Banton explained 
that his office had undertaken the 
inquiry merely as a precautionary 
measure in the event of a death as 
a result of the short circuit in a 
Jersey City local train and a fire in 
the roadbed of the tube about 1,000 
feet west the Christopher Street 
Station. He added that his office 
would have no direct interest in the 
general investigation unless a fa- 
tality resulted from the accident, and 
his information was that none was 
expected to die. 


Paper in Roadbed Ablaze. 


Mr. Banton said Mr. Ryan had 
learned that some one had dropped 
waste paper onto the roadbed of the 


tunnel and that this had become ig- 
nited. The motorman of the train, 
Harry C. Van Zandt of 116 Tonnele 
Avenue, Jersey City, explained that 
he had seen the fire and he believed 
he could drive over it and report it 
at the next station stop. However, 
some one had pulled the emergency 
cord of the train at that moment, 
automatically stopping the train. 
The Transit Commission’s report, 
issued on Wednesday, in setting 
forth a similar account, showed that 
when the seven cars making up the 
train were brought to a halt, the 
fifth car was directly over the fire
